John Patterson devotees and followers of the Klan and the Whjk 
Citizens Councils, and Lincoln Rockwell of the American Nazi 
Parry 

These vicious racist theories hold thai Negroo are inferior 
and whites are superior innately. Ordained by God so to speak 
No more vicious theory has existed in the history of mankind I 
would suggest to you thai no iheor> has provided a» much human 
misen throughout the centuries as the theor> of races — The 
theories thai say some people are innately inferior and that other-, 
■re innately superior. Although we have some of those theories in 
our country, we also have a creed of freedom and of democracy 
As Pearl Buck put il. 'Many Americans suffer from a spin person- 
ally. One side of thai personality is believing in democracy and 
fredom. as much as it K possible for a mm so io believe. The 
other side of this personality is refusing, just as doflgedly. to prac^ 
tice that democracy and thai freedonr in which he belies rv" 
That Wi-s the split personalis Gunnar Mw<L»l. in his hook The 
Anarricta Dili ami, mdicalerj that this was haticalli * mora* pr.'h 
lem, and that we have this credo which American*, hold to. of 
freedom, and democracj . and equalii>. hut stilt »e refuse io pr^ci 
ice i; Gunnar Myrdal indicated that ihis is *irel> irouMinj: tht 
American conscience. 

Alt of us are a pan of thrs system, all a pan of it. We base 
all divekiped certain prejudices. I have mine, you havr your*. 
It attnvs to me that it is eilnefnely dangerous when any individual 
claims io be without prejudice, when he really does have H I'm 
prejudiced against women driven. ! think ibey are a menace to 
civilization, and the sooner they are removed from the highwaw 
the safer we will ail be. but I know that\ nothing but a prejudtce. 
I have seen women drivers who are belter driven than 1 am. hut 
docs that destroy my prejudice? No. What I do then, rs to separate 
her frumjhe group of women drivers and s*v + "Why she is an 
eiceptjon.* Or maybe I say she ri driving very mell because *hc 
fech) guilty She knows, that other women in the past have had acci 
dents, and ao she drives cautiously. 

1 remember leveral yean ago when I was a youth, anendinp y 
church youth conference, and a young fellow frr*n Mississippi 
and 1 became very good friends. The last day of the conference 
u we walked along ibe road he put his arm on my shoulder and 
said. "Jim. I have no race prejudice" "No," said 1 "Absolutely 
not," said he.

iod»i there is hominy between them and the white man. In this. 
»e Jedrn that the only way lo soKe a prohlrm that is unjust, if you 
are wrong, is to take immediate action to c orre c i h. Bui when 
ihe people againsi whom these action* hive been directed hase to 
take matter* in their own hands., this creates hostility, and lack of 
fnendlinru and food relations heiwcen the two.

Now if certain groups thinl thai through inie|raiion They are 
going to get freedom, justice, equality and human dignity, then 
well and good, we wiir ao along whh the iniegraiioniws. Bui if 
integration is not going to return human dignity to dark mankind, 
then integration is not the sotuiion to the problem And oft limn 
we make the mistake of confusing ihe objective with the meam hy 
which ihe objective i* to be obtained It is not integration that 
Negron in America w^nt. it is human dignity. They want lo he 
recognized as human he rip And if integration is going tr bring 
u* recognition as human beings, then we will integrate. But if 
integration i* not going lo bring us recognition as human beings- 
then integration "out the window," and we have lo find aini'her 
mean-- or method and try that to get our objective* reached.

tegration and ihe race problem would be soheJ. Vthy^ Because 
the people in the black community who didn't w*ni jniegrainvi 
wbtc ne\eT given a voice, were n*\er given a platform, were 
never given an opportunity to shoui out the fact thai integration 
would never wive the probkm. And it hat only been during the 
pa?i year that the while public has begun io realize that ihe prob- 
lem will ne\er he soKed unlet* a solution r> devi»cd accepubk 
to the black masses, is well as ihc black bourgeoisie — the upper 
class or middle dau Negro.

The National Officials there at the Chicago Headquarters know that 
I never left the Nation of Islam of my own free will. It was they who 
conspired with Captain Joseph here In New York to pressure me out of 
the Nation. In order to save the National Officials and Captain Jos- 
eph the disgrace of having to explain their real reason for forcing 
me out, I announced through the press that It was my own decision to 
leave. 

I did not take the blame to protect those National Officials, 
but to preserve the faith your followers have in you and the Nation 
of Islam. 

Despite what has been said by the press, I have never spoken 
one word of criticism to them about your family. I will always be a 
Muslim, teaching what you have taught me, and giving you full credit 
for what I know and what I am. You are still my le%der and teacher, 
even though those around you wont let me be one of your active 
followers or helpers. The present course I am taking is the only way 
I can circumvent their obstacles and still expedite your program. 

The tears you shed In Arizona gave the public the impression that 
you also are of the opinion that I left of my own free will, so I am 
giving a copy of this wire te the press. May Allah bless you with 
health and success. I am still your brother and servant.

There has been talk of a split between me and the Honorable EM J ah 
Muhammad* After 90 days of complete alienee* I would* like to make my

I believe Allah has given him the best diagnosis of the Ills that 
beset America's 22 million Negroes, and this same Ood has also given 
him the only solution that will eliminate the basic "causes behind our

My chief concern is the plight of 22 million American Negroes* 
During this 90 days of silence, I have reached the conclusion that I 
can best spread Mr. Muhammad's message by staying out of the Nation of. 
Islam, and continuing to work on ay own among America's 22. million 
n*n-Musllm Negroes. But I will always remain a Muslim, and will al- 
ways teach what Mr\ Muhammad has taught me, as I best understand it. 

Later this week, I shall call a press conference and announce my 
plan of operation, and as long as I am a True Believer, as th« Holy

Since there has been talk that I am trying to split the Muslims, 
I want it clearly understood that my advice to all Muslims is that 
they stay in the Nation of Islam under the spiritual guidance of the

Never have I witnessed such sincere hospitality and the overwhelming 
spirit of true brotherhood as is practiced by people of all colors and _ 
races here in this Ancient Holy Land, the home of Abraham, Muham- 
mad and all the other prophets of Vie Holy Scriptures, For tlte past 
week I have been utterly speechless and spellbound by the gracious - 
ness I see displayed all around me by people of all colors . 

Last night, April 19th, I was blessed to visit the Holy City of Mecca, 
and complete the "Omra", part of my pilgrimmage. Allah willing, I 
shall leave for Mina tomorrow, April 21st, and be back in Mecca to 
say my prayers from ML Arafat on Tuesday, April 22nd, Mina is 
about 20 miles from Mecca. 

Last night I made my seven circuits around the Kaaba, led by a young 
Mutawif named Muhammad. I drank water from the well ofZem Zem, 
and then ran back and forth seven times between the hills of Mt, Al- 
Safa and Al-Marwah. 

There were tens of thousands of pilgrams from all over the world. 
They were of all colors, from blue -eyed blonds to black-skinned Af- 
ricans, but were all participating in the same ritual, displaying a 
spirit of unity and brotherhood that my experiences in America had 
led me to believe could never exist between the white and non-white. 

America needs to understand Islam, because this is the one religion 
that erases the race problem from its society. Throughout my travels 
in the Muslim World, I have met, talked to, and even eaten with, peo- 
ple who would have been considered "white" in America, but the relig- 
ion of Islam in their hearts has removed the "white" from their minds. 
They practice sincere and true brotherhood with other people irrespec- 
tive of their color. 

Before America allows herself to be destroyed by the "cancer of rac- 
ism" she should become better acquainted with the religious philos- 
ophy of Islam, a religion that has already molded people of all 
colors into one vast family , a nation or brotherhood of Islam that 
leaps over alV'obstacles" and stretches itself into almost all the East- 
ern countries of this earth. 
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The wldtcs, as well as the non -whites wlio accept true Islam become a 
cliangcd people. I have eaten from the same plate with people whose 
eyes were tlie bluest of blue, whose hair was tlie blondest of blond, and 
whose skin was tlia whitest of white - all the way frotn Cairo to Jcdda 
and even in tlie Holy City of Mecca itself - and I felt the same sincer- 
ity in the words and deeds of these "white" Muslims that I felt among 
tfic African Muslims of Nigeria, Sudan and Ghana. 

True Islam removes racism, because people of all colors and races 
who accept its religious principles and bow down to the One God, Allah, 
also automatically accept each other as brothers and sisters, regard- 
less of differences in complexiov. 

You may be shocked by these words coming from me, but I have always 
been a man who tries to face facts, and to accept Die reality of life as 
new experiences and knowledge unfolds it. The experiences of this pil- 
grimmage have taught me much, and each hour here in the Holy Land 
opens my eyes even more. If Islam can place the spirit of true bro - 
tlierfwod in tlw Jtearts of the "whites" wliom I have met here in the 
Land of tfte Prophets, then surely it can also remove the "cancer of 
racism" from the heart of the white American, and perhaps im time to 
save A merica from imminent racial disaster, the same destruction 
brouglit upon Hitler by his racism that eventually destroyed tfte Ger - 
mans themselves. 

At present t am a State Guest of His Excellency, Prince Faisal, the 
ruler of Arabia. 

I am most grateful to Dr. Mahmoud Youssef Shawarbi, Director of 
tlie Islamic Center of New York for helping me to understand true 
Islam, a religion that teaches brotherhood and tolerance between 
peoples of all colors and national origins. He was instrumental in 
opening my eyes to Islam 's views concerning cooperation between 
peoples in solving mutual problems amicably. He always reminded 
me of the relevant verse in our Holy Karon which says: 

"Call unto the way of the Lord with wisdom and fair 
exhortation and reason with them in the better way. " 

Holy Koran Ck. 26, Verse 125 

Dr. Shawarbi 's name and prestige have opened many doors for me here 
in the Muslim World, New York City should be proud that he is the Dir- 
ector of its Islamic Center in addition to being the Director of the Is- 
lamic Federation of the United States and Canada, 
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My experiences here in the Muslim World compel mc to urge Americans 
of all colors to flock to this great religious man arid drink of his spirit- 
ual wisdom. 

In New York, Dr. Shawarbi had given me the book " Tlie Eternal Message 
of Muhammad" by Abd-al-Rahman Azzam. I read this mosf inspiring 
book all the way to Jeddah and I must confess that its wealth of informa - 
Hon, expressed in frank and simple terms, opened a new world of Islamic 
thought to me. It broadened my scope, and made me more open-minded. 

Two nights ago I had the honor of meeting tfiis noble man, the author of the 
book, at the home of his son. Dr. Omar Azzam, here in Jeddah, He seem- 
ed to be one of the most modern progressive and broad-minded humans I 
have ever met. In America he would be called a "white" man, but to me he 
was a Muslim, and his warm, friendly hospitality made me soon feel like 
one of his sons. Upon learning that I had no reservations in any hotel, 
this world traveler, UN diplomat, ambassador and companion of kings, 
gave me his own suite, at the Jeddah Palane Hotel. 

This man who would be considered "white" in America, gave his bed to 
me, an American Negro. It was he who made Prince Faisal aware of my 
presence in Jeddah. 

The very next morning, His Excellency's son, Muhammad Faisal, inform- 
ed me personally that I was to be a State Guest, by the will and decree of 
his esteemed father. 

The Deputy Chief of Protocol, took me before the Ha}} Court, presided 
over by His Holiness Sheikh Muhammad Harkon with whom I had tea when 
I visited Jeddah in 1959. I was pleased that he remembered me. He 
okayed my visa to Mecca, gave me two books on Islam, with his person- 
al seat and autograph, and told me he prayed I would be a successful prea- 
cher of Islam in America. I felt very humble by the attention and honor 
they were bestowing upon me. It was an honor that in America would be 
bestowed upon a King— not a Negro. 

They placed a car at my disposal, with a driver and a guide, making it 
possible for me to travel between Mecca and Jeddah almost at will. 
Never did I dream that I would be the recipient of such honors, especially 
being State Guest of the Prince who rules this Holy Land. All praise is 
due to Allah, the Lord of all the Worlds. 

In my next letter I hope to tell you more about Mecca, and how Dr. Omar * 

Azzam (the author's son) is modernizing these cities and the highway 
system that leads to all the Holy Places. They are even rebuilding the 
Great Mosque, which, houses the_Kaaba m the Holy City of Mecca. It will 
be an architectural wonder that will rival the Taj Mahal in beauty, and 
the Pyramids in engineering skill when completed.

Each place I have visited, they have insisted that I don *t leave. Thus I 
have been forced to stay longer than I originally intended in each country. 
In the Muslim world they loved me once they learned I was an American 
Muslim, and here in Africa they love me as soon as they learn that I am 
Malcolm X of the militant American Muslims. Africans in general, and 
Muslims in particular love militancy. I hope that my Hajj to the Holy 
City of Mecca will officially establish the religious affiliation of the 
Muslim Mosque , Inc. with the 750, 000, 000 Muslims of the World of Is- 
lam once ami for all — and that my warm reception here in Africa will 
forever repudiate the American white man's propaganda that the Black 
man in Africa is not interested in the plight of the Black man in Amer- 
ica. 

The Muslim World is forced to concern itself from the moral point of 
view in its own religious concepts, with the fact that our plight clearly 
involves the violation of our human rights. 

The Koran compels the Muslim World to take a stand on the side of 
those whose human rights are being violated, no matter what the relig- 
ious persuasion of the victims are. Islam is a religion which concerns 
itself with the human rights of all mankind, despite race, color, or 
creed. It recognizes all (everyone) as part of one Human Family, 

Here in Africa the 22 million American Blacks are looked upon as the 
long-lost brothers of Africa. Our people here are interested m every 
aspect of our plight, and they study our struggle for freedom from 
every angle. Despite western propaganda to the contrary, our African 
Brothers and Sisters love us, and are happy to learn that we also are 
awakening from our long "sleep" and are developing strong love for them.

And, In short, our social phil- 
osophy means that we fsel that 
tt Is time to get together among 
our own kind and eUnunate the 
evOi that an destroying tbe moral 
fleer at our society, like drug ed- 
dfctua, drunaenneea, adultery 
that lands to an sbt m ds w ot 
bastard children, wclfan prob- 
ten*- W* believe that we should 
lift tbe level or tha standard of 
our own society to a higher level 
wherein we will be ssosfled and 
then not Inclined toward pushing 
ourselves Into other societies 
where we an not wanted. 

All of that aside, tonight we 
an dealing with tbe black revo- 
lution. During recent yean then 
has been much talk about s pop- 
ulation explosion snd vlume 
they are speaking ot the popula- 
tion explosion, In my rrjtaftai they 
are referring primarily to the peo- 
ple to Asia or In Africa — the 
black, brawn, red, snd yellow peo- 
ple. It la aaan by people ot the 
West that as soon as ths standard 
of living la nlaBd In Africa and 
Asia, automatically the people be- 
gin to reproduce abundantly. And 
than has been a great deal ot mar 
engendered by thla In the m|TM| * 
of the people of the West, who 
happen to be, on mb earth, a very 
small minority. 

Id tact, hi most ot the »**i*a^ g 
snd planning of whites In tbe 
Wast today It* easy to see tha 



fear in their mindt, 
muvii and iubcoaackna mtnda, 
tint the m ai are of dark people 
In the Wot, In the East nmer, 
who already outnumber them, 
win continue to mcreaa* end mul- 
tiply ud grow until they even- 
tually overrun the people ot the 
West like ■ htlmen m, a human 
tide, ■ human flood.

If George Washington didst get 
independence far tbla country 
non-vicilentJy, end If Patrick Hen- 
ry didn't come up with a non- 
violent statement, and you taught 
me to look upon them aa patriots 
and heroes, then its time tor you 
to realize that I have studied 
TOW bookj well. 

Fewer 1 Mneritr 

Out people, 31,000,000 Afriean- 
Amerteans, are fed up wtth Amer- 
ica 'a hypocritical democracy and 
today we care nothing about the 
odds that are againat ua. Every 
time a black man gcta ready to 
defend himnlf some Uncle Tom 
tries to tell ua. bow can you win* 
Tbat'a Tom talking. Dont listen 
to aim. Tola la the Iht thing we 
bear the odds ara agamst you. 
You're dealing with black people 
who dont care anything about 
odd*. We care nothing about odds. 

Again I go right beck to Hat 
people who founded and eacured 
the Independence of this c uuiilT y 
from the colonial power of Eng- 
land. Then George Washington 
and the othera got reedy to de- 
clare or coco* up with the Declar- 
ation of Independence, they dldnf 
care anything about the odda of 



the Brltlah Empire. They were 
fed up with taxation without twp- 
I ' m iii i tatton. And you're got H> 
000,000 black people to thia eoun- 
try today, 1AM, who are tad up 
with taxation without represent*' 
Hon, and will do the same thing. 
Who are ready, willing and Justi- 
fied to do the came thing today 
to bring about Independence for 
Our people that your forefather* 
did to bring about independence 
for your people. 

And I say your people *"**•*•«- 
1 certainly couldnt include svr- 
jelf among thoee for whom Inde- 
pendence waa fought la ITU. How 
in the world can a Negro talk 
about the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence when ha la still tinging 
"We Shall Overcome." Our people 
are increasingly developing the 
opinion that we just have nothing 
to lose but the chains of s sgrega 
tlon and the *-*■''»«' of second- 
class citizenship. 

Btranleo WU Merge 
So 19M will see the Negro re- 
volt evolve and merge Into the 
world-wide black revolution tbat 
has been taking place on this 
•arm since IMS. The so-called re- 
->volt will Become a real black rev- 
olution. Now the black revolution 
baa been taking place m Africa 
and Asia and In Latin Ameri c a. 
Now when I say black, I mean 
non-white. Black, brown, red or 
yellow. Our brothers and slaters 
In Asia, won were colonised by 
the Europeans, our brothers and 
slsten in Africa, who were cot- 
oniied by the Europeans, and to 
Latin America, the peasants, who 
were colonised by the Europeana, 
have been involved' m a struggle 
ttnee IMS to get the colonialists, 
or the colonizing powers, the Eur- 
opeans, off their land, out of their 
country. 

This la a real rrrohrtkas. Revo- 
hitusa Is always based on land. 
Hevohitlon is never beead on bag- 
ging somebody for an Integrated 
cup of coffee. RevohiUooa ara 
never fought by turning the other 
cheek, revolutions are never 



based upon love your < 
pray for those who spitefully use 
you. And revolutions sre sever 
waged singing, "f, Shall Over- 
come," Hevohitiaoe are based up- 
on bloodshed. Be-rolutloea an 
never eompncnisbig. Revolutions 
are never based upon twgotlaUons- 
SevolutloQs are never based upon 
sny kind of tokenism whatsoever. 
Be-volutlons are never even based 
upon tbat which la bagging a cor- 
rupt society or a c or r u pt system 
to accept ua Into it. Revolutions 
overturn systems, and there is no 
system on this earth which has 
proven itself more corrupt, more 
criminal than this tyctem, that m 
1M4 rem colonlxea lt,0M,0M Af- 
rican* Americsns, still finishes 
11,000,000 Afro-Amaracans. 

There is no system more cor* 
rupt than a system tbat repre- 
senta itself as the example of 
freedom, the example of flri rH t ' ia- 
cy and can go all over this earth 
telling other people how to 
straighten out their bouse, and 
you have citixena of this country 
who have to use bullets 11 they 
want to cast a ballot. The great- 
est weapon the colc-nlal powers 
have used In the past against our 
people baa always been divide and 
conquer. 

America la a colonial power. 
She has colonized 13,000,000 Afro- 
Americans by depriving us of 
first-class citizenship, by depriving 
ua of civil rights, actually by de- 
priving us of human rights. She 
has not only deprived us of the 
right to be a citizen, she has de- 
prived ua of the right to be hu- 
man brings, the right to be ne- 
otnlrari and respected u men and 
women. And in this country the 
black can be SO years old and 
be U still i -boy." 

I grew up with while people. 
I was Integrated before they even 
invented the word and I have 
never mat white people yet — 
If yrw are around them long 
enough — who won't refer to 
you as » "boy" or a "gal," no 
matter how old yon are or what 



school you came out of, no matter 
what your intellectual or profee- 
sional level Is. In this society we 
remain "boys." 

aaaarlra'e rtnaiarr 

So America's strategy Is the 
tame strategy as that which was 
used In the past by the colonial 
powers: divide and conquer. She 
plays one Negro leader against 
the cither. She plays one Negro 
organisation against the other. 
She makes us think we have dif- 
ferent objectives, different goals. 
As soon as one Negro says some- 
thing, she runs to this Negro and 
asks him what do you think about 
what he said. Why anybody can 
see through that today — except 
eome of the Negro leaders. 

All of our people have the tame 
goals. The same objective. That 
objective la freedom, justice, 
equality. All of us want recogni- 
tion and lea p e d as human h**«e* 
We dont want to be mtegratjon- 
urta. Nor do we want to be sep- 
arattonista. We want to be human 
beings. Inte-a-raUoo is only a meth- 
od that la used by some groups 
to obtain freedom, justice, equal- 
ity end respec t as human beings. 
Separation is only a method that 
ta used by other groups to- obtain 
freedom, justice, equality or hu- 
man dignity. 

So our people have made the 
mistake of confusing the r*»f 'rf^lr 
with Mm objectives. As long as we 
agree on objectives, we should 
never fall out with each other 
lust became we belle** In differ- 
ent methods or tactics or strategy 
to reach a common objective. 

We have to keep In mind at aA 
tunes that we are not "gM'tf 
for Integration, nor ere e*e fight, 
tag far separation. We are fight, 
tng for recognition as human he 
burs. We are "ahf"! tea- the right 
to live ea free humane in mis so- 
ciety. In fact, ww are actually 
fighting (or rights that are even 
greater than civil rights snd the* 
la human nghra. 

We are dghtinaj for human 
rights tn tttt. Thia la a shame. 



Tbe civil-rights struggle hu Tilted 
to produce concrete result* be- 
came it bu kept ut barking, up 
the wrong tree. It bu nidi ua 
put the cart ahead of tbe hone. 
We mint hav e human right) be- 
fore n can secure avU rtght*. 
We miut be respected a* human* 
before we cms be recognised u 

dtlxane. 

Among the so-called Nefroea to 
this country, u • rule the crttt- 
right* groups, those who believe 
lo civil right*, they speed doM 
of tbetr tm trying to prow* the} 
ere Americans, Their tnuiking U 
ususUy domestic, confined to the 
boundaries of America, end they 
always look upon themselves ai * 
minority. When they look upon 
tbemselve* upon the American 
rug*, U>e American ctage la • 
white slat*. So e Week aun fund- 
ing on that stage in America au- 
tomatically is in the minority. He 
la U» underdog, and la hi* itnur 
tie he always usee an approach 
that )■ a besting, hat-ln-band, 
cgc&j>roml*lnf approach. 

Whereu the other segment or 
■tctioo is America, knows a* the 
nationalist, black nationalist*, an 
more Interested la human fight* 
then they are in civil rights. And 
they place more stress oo human 
right* than they do on civil rlghta. 
The difference between the think- 
ing and the scope of the rregroaa 
who are Involved in the human- % 
rlghta struggle and those who art 
Involved to the civil'rlghta itrug- 
de — those K-caUed Nearae* in- 
volved In the human-rlghta strug- 
gle don't look upon theiriaelve* 
ae Americana. 

They look upon themselves aa 
a part of dark mankind. They aa* 
the whole ttnwle not within the 
conflna of tha American stage, 
but they look upon tbe struggle 
on tbe world state. And, In tbe 
world content, they ace that tha 
dark man outnumbers the white 
man. On the world stage the white 
man u Jim a nucnacoplc minor- 
ity. 

So in thla country yon nod two 
different types of Afra-Ameri- 
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cans, the type who loaka 
himself aa a minority and you aa 
tha nwjorttj, because hit ecop* b) 
limited to the Americas arena; 
and than you have the typa who 
looks upon ft-"— ■» as part of tbe 
majority and you ai part of a 
micnaeopic minority. And thai 
one uaea a different approach m 
trying to tcruggla lor hla rlghta. 
S* doaan't baa. H* doesn't thank 
you tor what yon give him, be- 
cauaa you ara only giving him 
what ha should have had a hua- 
ttred yean *go. Ha doaan't think 
you an doing him any favors, 
N* 



H* doesn't aa> any progress that 
ha hat mad* smca me Civil War. 
Be aaaa not one lota of progress 
because, number one. If the Civil 
War had treed him, toe wouldn't 
Mad ctvfl-Tighta u-gldattnn today. 
U the Emancipation Proclamation, 
issued by that groat shining 11b- 
era! called Lincoln, had freed him, 
ha wouldn't be (taunt "We Shan 
Overman*" today. U the amend- 
ment! to the Conftttutlon had 
■olvwJ hla t irob i cm. (till hi* proe> 
ktm wouldn't ba ben today. And 
rveo U tha Supreme Court de- 
argrefatton dadsVoo of ISM was 
genuinely and sincerely designed 
to folva hla problem, bla problem 
wouldn't be with ua today.

■nanauver mat America bu mada 
— supeoaadly to salve thla prob- 
lem — has bean nethmt but po- 
bOeal pickary end treacbery of 
(ha wont order. 3o today be 
doeaat have any eooOdeace Id 
these so-called liberal*. Now I 
know that you ~ all that have 
come in here tonight don't call 
younelvu liberals. Because that's 
a nasty name today. It represent* 
hrprocrtsy. So these twQ dlff arant 
trpaa of black people exist In w» 
so-called Ntgro community aso 
they ara beajnnmt to waka np 
and their awakenlnt U pnducmf 
a very danfaroua ttcuation. 

So you have wfaitsa in tha cosd- 
munjty who ezpraa* sincesrhy 
whan they aay they want to help.

ti encnurairiTit the black man, who 
la the victim, to take his case In- 
to the court lhat'a controlled by 
the criminal that mada him the 
victim.

The only allernaU«T that tha 
black man haa to America today 
la to take it out of Senator Oils- 
eed'* and Senator Zaitland'i and 
President Johnson's Jurisdiction 
and take it downtown on the East 
River and place It before that 
body of man who represent Inear- 
national taw and let them know 
that tbe human rights of black 
people arc being violated Is a 
country that prafesse* to be tha 
moral leader of the free world. 

Any Urn* you have a fll It* titer 
to America, fa the Senate, m IBM 
over the rights of a. 000,000 black 
people, over the dtjienahrp of tt> 
000,000 black people or that will 
effect the freedom and justice and 
equality of 3J.00fl.000 black peo- 
ple, ifj time for that govtrnment 
Itself to be taken before a world 
Court. How can yen* condemn 
South Africa T There ar* only 11.- 
ooo.ooo million of our people to 
South Africa, then art 11.000,000 
of them her*. And we are receiv- 
ing an Injustice which is lust u 
criminal u that which Is being 
done to the black people of South 
Africa. 

So today thoae white* wfco pro- 
feai to be uberala — and u far 
as 1 am concerned Its lust Up pro- 
fession — you understand why 
our people dont have civil right*. 
You're whit*. You can go and 
hang out with another while lib- 
eral and aa* how hypocritical ihey 
an. While a lot of you sitting right

■fil ihi Jfc I dklnt know until 
this afternoon about the forum 
Una evening.

Alan, they say travel broadens 
your scope, and recently I've had 
an opportunity to do a lot of it, 
la the aOddl* Bast and Africa, and 
while I waa traveling I noticed 
that most of the countries that had 
recently emerged Into Independ- 
ence, they have turned away from 
the so-~c*lted capitalistic system in 
the direction of -wt.iim So out 
of nulority, I can't resist tba 
temptation to do a little Investi- 
gating wherever that particular 
phikaocfay happen* to ba In ex- 
istence or an attempt is being made 
to bring it Into existence. 

Thirdly, that tint time I ever 
heard about the "Blood Brothers," 
1 happened to be in Nigeria, In 
West Africa. And someone, e doc- 
tor, a Nigerian but who had spent 
too much Ome In Europe, was tba 
flat ona to bring it to my atten- 
tion, and ask roe about it. It <Ud»l 
make m* sad at all. And I dent 
— why anybody should be sad or 
regretful ... If such doea mat. 
I recall In 19H when everybody 
began to talk about the- Black 
Muslim*, all the Negro leader* seid 
no such group existed. In fact, 1 
recall, an the Mil* Wallace show. 
Bay WUkan* waa aakad about fee 



Black Muslims — be said he never 
beard of It — and then they 
flashed a picture of him on the 
screen shaking hands with me. 

And t think one o,< the mtnakaa 
that our people make — they're 
too quick to apologize for some- 
thing that might exist that the 
power structure flnda deplorable 
and finds difficult to digest. And 
without even milling it, some- 
time* are try ant prove it deaant 
exist. And if it doesn't, some- 
nine* It should. I am one pcraon 
who behaves that anything the 
Black man in this country needs 
tc, get his tilt d orp right now, thai 
thing should esixv 
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As far a* I'm concerned, every- 
body who ba* caught the same 
kind of hen that I have caught la 
my blood brother. And I have 
plenty of them. Becacae all of us 
have caught the same hell. So the 
question fcs. If they don't exist, 
should they exist? Not do Ihey 
exixt, should they exist? Do they 
have a right to exist? And since 
whan must a man deny the exist- 
ence of his blood brother? If* 
like denying hi* family ... If 
we're going to talk about polk* 
brutality, it's because police bru- 
tality exlat*. Why doe* It exist? 
Because our paopla In Ihi* parUe- 
ular society Uv* to a police stato 
A black man In America uvea In 
a pouot ftata. He doesn't lfr* m 
any democracy, ha lira* in a police 
■taut. Thar* what tt la, thet'i what 
Harlem la ... I visited the Casbab 
In Casablanca and I vtadtad the 
one to Algler*, with asm* eg the 
brothers — blood b ro thers. Thar 
took ma all down Into tt and 
abowwd ma the suffering, showed 
m* the coodltioas that they had 
to Uv* under vrhlla they war* ba-

On* of the main fcxredient* of 
the atrufd* of the black man In 
America for the peat It yean haa 
been th* Black If uallm movement. 
Ho one can deny that th* role that 
the Black afuiain movement haa 
played to America during the peat 
11 year* hat been an* of the main 
tocredlentt la the at*pped-up mili- 
tancy on the pan of black people 
■broughout tbij country. 

No matter what direction th* 
Black Muslim movement luetf 
waa beaded in, no matter what its 
own orfanlutional philosophy 
wai, and no matter what other 
people lhoufht about it. no met- 
ier what their penonal optnioru 
were of the Black hfiutim move- 
menL still it cannot be denied 
that that movement, became of lu 
uncompramiatof «tand, and be- 
cause of it* uncocapronistofly 
milium approach to thlnej, (omd 
other civU~riihti orfanizationa to 
be more militant than they nor- 
mally would have been, and 
forced many of toe ctvtl-rif.hu 
leaders definitely to be more mili- 
tant than they ever would have 
thoufht of beini. 

So the militancy of the black 
man in Amerfra during the peat 
ten ycen can be traced lanrly to 
the exiitence and pretence of the 
movement which I'm referring to 
m* for purpose* of identification 
aa Ihe Black afuilini movement 
Ita rootrlhuuon to th* black rtru«. 
fie' for freedom to tfua country 
wet militancy. It made many ot 
our people dare to cat load fear 
(he flnt tune in *arj year*, it 
mad* many of the black l e a d an 
Of the ejvtl-ricbt* movenwot dar* 
to lit loud for the flnt tta* — I 
mean really loud — foe th* Oral 
time in nearly 400 yean In out 
country . . . 

Th* leaden tbemaelvea twvet 
Intended, and Ihey never do at- 
tend, for our people to to too far 



Their primary purpose hat ajwtyi 
been to contain our rtruMle. not 
to lead our itrucfle. Proof of tola 
Is Ural aeldom vx they seec until 
the "irresponsible" dementi in th* 
black ranuriurjty befin to ecplode. 
And then they fo all the way 
around the country to frab one 
of them from wherever he's (ravel- 
<n< and bring; him to to cool things 
down, to tell ua to be cool or to 
tell ua to take it eeay — don't rock 
the boat. This Is their function. 
Tha is their role — at least it has 
been until recent lime* . . . 

But Um existence of some of the 
Muslim troupe and the black na- 
tionalist groups that couldn't be 
controlled by the power structure 
downtown ( and 1 only uae th* ex- 
prnsion "power structure down- 
town" to keep from calling it what 
it actually is) actually served their 
purpose in the aecae that they 
gave respectability to the cfvil- 
rights stoops and ga** acceptabil- 
ity So the rivU-rifhi* groups. Ten 
year] ago or mare, the NAACF 
vu looked Upon as a radical 
leftist, almost subversive, move- 
ment and then when the Black 
Muslim movemerit came along,, 
the power structure said thank 
th* Lord for Hoy Wilkins and the 
NAACP . . .

When they looked around one 
day and found aomeone talking 
about, -AH of them are devtta," 
tbay were si] night looking up 
Roy Wilkin* and Jatne* Farmer 
and th* right reverend Dr. Xing 
and some of the others to soothe 
them and keep them 'MfUpg that 
all of our people didn't think Ilk* 
that . . . 

On* of the things I noticed, 
when I wag in Africa trawling 
around, waa many African* who 
were still eoioalasd, itUl exploited, 
rail npfimiwl And one of th* 
totop ail of them bad to common 
was they eeatnad sad- They would 
dlaruas their aad plight, but they 
weren't ready to really do any- 
thing to dung* n. They seemed 
to be waiting for a mlracka. 
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But the contrasting di fleiame 
between them and wtut happened 
In Kenya wet that the Klkuyu go> 
mad. They just didn't emit whai 
Ow consequences wen. They 
curd nothing about legality, 
morality, «■ anything. All tbey 
Knew v u that they wen being 
oppressed unjustly, Illegally, Im- 
morally. And because of this un- 
just, illegal. Immoral oppression 
they wire suffering, they came to 
the conclusion that they would be 
within their rights to bring It to 
a halt by any means necessary. 
And they adopted then menu. 
And when they began to uae that 
mean* la their struggle far fie* 
dam, the pren or the West began 
to project than Id a very negative 
Image . . . 

Met lasers fejanhee 

But the Mau-Meu weren't image 
conscious. They weren't status 
seekers. They weren't social 
climbers. They wasted freedom, 
and they came to ■ conclusion In 
a point m tb*U Journey that the 
only way there was to fit It *u 
the way they did It. And they got 
It. I admire them for that. ] re- 
pact them for that . . . 

I say and I awat lay — became 
a reporter was asking me a tew 
m o men ta ago either to eonAna 
at deny the statement (hat the 
rime* had mentioned when I aid 
we needed a Msu-aLau m the 
United Statea — I never would 
deny that we need Dure than a 
Mau-Ua u In the US 1 mean, ac- 
tually a person haa a lot of nam 
is aak me that m i aociety (I'm 
deviating now becauae they out 
me off the trick) where in 1M4 
three eivil-rtghts workers can be 
murdered in cold blood and — not 
the Mississippi government — but 
the federal government can't do 
anything about It. 

I aay we near) a Msu-Mau when 
a Negro educator can be murdered 
In Georgia and they know who 
murdered him and the government 
can do nothing about It I cay we 
need a Meu-Mau and m be the 
first to Join It A let of peopaa 
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(hat you don't think gc for It win 
line right up behind me. 

So getting back to the Black 
Muslim movement Too have to 
understand It to understand what 
baa taken place in the civil-rights 
movement in this country during 
the peat ten years and in order 
to understand what might " w - 
plaee in 1M3, To* Black Muslin 
movement attractad the moat 
militant young black people in 
this country. The moat restless, the 
most Impatient and the moat tm- 
compromlilng black men and 
women were attracted to the Slack 
Muslim movement 

But the movement itself, aa It 
b *** n _ to «row, actually was 
mane uvere d Into a vacuum. In that 
it represented itself aa a reUgioua 
movement and the religion with 
which It Identified Itaelf waa 
Islam, and the people In the part 
o« the world who alao identified 
that as their religion did not ac- 
cept the Black Muslim movement 
u a bow-fide Islamic or Moslem 
movement They never did accept 
it u that So It was put to tne 
pocttioo of going by a religion that 
rejected it, which put It Into a 
vacuum or made It a religion, hy- 
brid. 

On the other hand, tbe govern, 
meat in Washington (I guess theft 
where It la) tried to label the 
Black Muslim movement aa polit- 
ical n used the press, it maneu- 
vered the preaa to project tbe 
Black Muslim movement In an 
Image that would enable the gov- 
ernment itaelf to Us* it ss political 
and therefore to label It seditious 
and subversive and rum In and 
stomp it out . . , 

So the Black Muslim movement 
waa not only a religious hybrid 
but it became a political hybrid 
In (hat It wu mora political than 
religious, but at the tame time II 
didn't take part in politic*. It 
didn't take part in the errU-rlgbte 
struggle, it took part in nothing 
that black people In this country 
were doing to correct conditions 
that uiated In our community, 
other than it had a moral force — 



It (topped our people from getting 
drunk and liV^rf drugs and f TM"g* 
of that sort, which la not enough. 
After you sober up, you're still 
poor. 

So it became In a vacuum. It 
actually developed, tt grew, it be- 
came powerful — but it was in a 
vacuum. And it was filled with 
extremely militant young people 
who weren't willing to comprom- 
ise with anything and wanted ac- 
tion, More action, actually, than 
the organization itaelf could pro- 
duce. Hon constructive action, 
and more positive action, than the 
hierarchy of the orgaiutstion waa 
qualified, actually, to produce. 

The main objective of the move- 
ment was land. But those u> the 
movement were told that God 
would come and take them to that 
land. WeUL for a time this was all 
light, fent, as no visible means 
were ever detected by anyone In 
the movement that would enable 
us to ate' that a plan waa afoot 
in make this objective materialize, 
it caused rtlstati if action. It caused 
dissension — which eventually de- 
veloped division. And . . . out of 
that division or out of those who 
left waa formed in authentic reli- 
gious group, known as Muslim 
Mosque, Inc.. which practiced the 
religion of Islam as it Is practiced 
and taught in Mecca and Cain and 
Lahore and other parte of the 
Moslem world. 



But those who went into the 
orthodox prac ti ce of tbe Islam re- 
ligion to the Muslim Mccone, Ine„ 
at the same time we resitted thai 
we were black people in l white 
society. We were black people m 
a racist society. We were black 
people In a society whose very 
political cyttaen waa based and 
DOurlabed upon racism, whoa* so- 
cial system was a racist system, 
whose economic syetem was nour- 
ished wtth redam. We were black 
people who wanted to be religious, 
who wanted to practice brother- 
hood and aD of that, who wanted 
to bne a wjuudj , and all of that. 



too; but. at the same time, that 
waa a dream — you know, as my 
good friend, the doctor, said. 

So, wanting brotherhood and 
wanting peace and wanting all 
these other beautiful things, we 
had to also face reality and realize 
that we were In a racist society 
that was controlled by racists from 
the federal government right on 
down to the local governments — 
B«a the White House right on 
down to City Hall. Racism was 
what we were confronted by. So 
we'knew that this was a problem 
that was beyond religion and we 
formed another organisation that 
waa non-religious. And this organ- 
ization wis called tbe Organisa- 
tion of Afro-American Unity or 
theOAAU. 

We got the idea toe it from 
liaiela snd observations of the 
suttees that our brothers on the 
African continent were having m 
their struggle tor freedom. They 
were getting tree faster than wsj. 
They were getting their Independ- 
ence faster than we. They were 
getting recognition and respect. 
roe* tfffcra thry com* to this coun- 
try, faster than we. We bad to find 
out what wis happening, how were 
they doing it and what were they 
doing, aa we could try a Utile hit 
Of It 

On the African continent the 
Imperialists, the colonial powers 
had always divided and conquered. 
They had practiced "divide and 
conquer," and this had kept the 
people of Africa, and Asia, from 
ever coming together. So on tbe 
African continent had appeared an 
organization known aa the OAO, 
or Organization of African Unity, 
and this had been put together by 
a group of people — a highly 
skilled group of African Intellec- 
tuals and rr^lTlrlafTe . . . 

And since we in America were 
confronted with the same divisive 
tactics from oar enemy, we de- 
cided to call ours the Organisation 
Of Afro-American Unity — which 
would be designed after the tetter 
and spirit of tbe Organisation oi 
African Unity. In fact we conaid- 
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end ourselves an offspring of our 
prat organisation on our mother 
continent. 

After it ni formed, I spent fin 
months in Uw Middle East and 
Africa, primarily for the purpose 
of getting better acquainted with 
tbem and making them better ac- 
quainted with ua, giving them a 
tint-hand account ol our prob- 
lems tod what our problems ac- 
tually constat of. Whan I tint fot 
then in July, I found some of 
them difficult to talk to. But by 
the time 1 left, in November, t 
didn't find anybody difficult to 
talk to . . . 

By the Ufa* I bed relumed last 
Quota, the Muslim Mosque, Ine, 
had received official recognition 
and support by all of the official 
religious bodies in the Moslem 
world and the Organisation of 
Afro-American Unity had also re- 
ceived official recognition and 
support froai all of the African 
countries I visited and from most 
of thoee I didn't visit. 

The tint thini when I returned 
... I kept being asked the ques- 
tion by some reporters, ,r We heard 
you changed" ... I smiled and ail- 
But T would uy to myself: How 
In the world can a whit* man u> 
pect a biack man to change be- 
fore lie has changed? How do you 
expect ua to change when you 
haven't changed? How do xpu ex- 
pect ua to change when the cauaaa 
that nude u* aa we are have not 
been removed? . . . 

It'i true I'm a Modem and I 
believe in brotherhood. And I bs- 
lieire to the brotherhood of all 
men. But my religion doesn't 
matt me ■ fooL My nUgJca 
tnakae me be against all forma of 
raciam. It keepa me from Judg- 
ing any man by the color of hat 
akin. 11 teaches ma to fudge him 
by bit deeds and hie conscMua 
behavior. And it liai li— ma to be 
for (he rights of all human beings, 
but especially the Afro-American 
bumu being, because my nxtfkai 
is a natural religion, and the ftrat 
Uw of nature la as 
Hon. .. 
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In IBM, op pre ss e d people all 
tmr the world. In Africa, m Asia 
and Latin America, In the Carib- 
bean, made same program. North- 
ern Rhodesia threw off the yoke 
of colonialism and became Zam- 
bia, and was accepted into the 
United Nations, the society of in- 
dependent governments. Nyan- 
land became Malawi and was also 
accepted into the UN, into the 
family of independent govern- 
ments, Zanzibar had a revolution, 
threw out the colonialists and 
their lackeys and then united with 
Tanganyika into what is now 
known u the Republic of Tanza- 
nia — which is progress, indeed... 

Also In JBM the oppressed peo- 
ple of South Vietnam, and in that 
entire Southeast Asia tree, were 
successful in fighting off the le- 
gions of imperialism , . - And with 
all the highly-mechanised wea- 
pons of warfsre — Jets, napalm, 
battleships, everything else, and 
they can't put thoee rice fermen 
back where they want them . . . 

Is im this government, sub- 
sidising Tshombe, the murderer 
of Lumumba, and Tshombe'* mer- 
cenaries, hired killers from South 
Africa, along with the former 
colonial power, Belgium, dropped 
paratroopers on the people of the 
Congo, used Cubans, that they had 
trained. In drop bombs on the peo- 
ple oS the Congo with Amcrlcan- 
madc planes — to no avail. The 
struggle (s still going on. and 
America's man, Tshombe, is still 
losing. 

All of this In 1M4. Now, to 
speaking like tab. It doesn't mean 
that 1 am anti-American, t am 
not. I'm not and -American, or 
un-American. And I'm not saying 
that to defend myself. Because U 
f wee that I'd here a right to be 
that — after what America has 
done to us. This fc**rnmcm 
should feel lucky that our people 
aren't anti-American , . . And the 
whole world would aide with lit. 
If we became anU- American. Yog 
know, that's farming to 
about. 



But we are not antt-Amerlcsn. 
We are antl or against what 
America is doing wrong In other 
parts of the world as well as here, 
and what she did In the Congo In 
IBM li wrong. It'i crtmlxuu, crim- 
inal. And what she did to the 
American puaUc, to get the Amer- 
ican public to go along with it. Is 
criminal. What aoe'i doing to 
South Vietnam la criminal. She's 
causing American enlrtlei i to be 
murdered every day, killed every 
day, die every day, tor no reason 
at all. That's wrong. Now, you're 
not supposed to be so blind with 
patriotism Coat you can't face 
reality. Wrong is wrong, no mat- 
ter who does It or who says it . . . 

Also in IBM, China exploded 
her bomb, which was a scientific 
breakthrough for the oppressed 
people of China who suffered for 
a long time. I, tar oat, was very 
happy to hear that the great peo- 
ple of China wen able to display 
their scientific advancement, their 
advanced knowledge of science, to 
the point where a country which 
is as backward as rhti country 
keeps saying China is. and so be- 
hind everybody, and so poor, could 
come up with an atomic bomb. 
Why, I had to marvel at that. It 
made me realise that poor people 
can do it as well aa rich people. 

So all these little advances were 
made by oppressed people in other 
parts of the world during IBM. 
these were tangible gains, and the 
reason that they were able to 
make these gains — they realised 
that power was the magic won! 

— power against power. Power Is 
defense of fr ti do m is greater than 
power In behalf of tyranny and 
oppression, because power, real 
power, cornea from conviction 
which produces action, uncom- 
promising action. It alao produces 
Insurrection against oppression. 
This K the only way you end op- 
pression — with power. 

Power new takes a beet st*f> 

— only In (hi few of tnon power. 
Power doesn't beck up in the 
face of a smile, or in the taee of a 
threat, or m the face of 



kind of non-violent loving action. 
It's not the nature of power to 
back up la the face of anything 
but some more power. And thia la 
what the people have rwtlked m 
Southeast Asia, in the Congo, to 
Cuba, In other parte of the world. 
Power recognises only power, and 
all of them who realize this has* 
made gains. 

Now here In America lfi dif- 
ferent. When you compere our 
strides in IMA with strides that 
have been made forward by pec- 
ph> elsewhere sll over the world, 
only then can you appreciate Use 
great doublecroea experienced by 
Black people here in America. In 
IBM, the power structure started 
out the new year the same way 
tbty started it out in Washington 
the other day. Only now they call 
It — whafs that? — "The Great 
Society." Last year, IBM, was tup- 
posed to be the "Year of Promise." 
THey opened up the new year to 
Washington O.C., and In the City 
HtU and In Albany talking about 
tht Year of Prwnlie . . 

Kanfcea. waaUagtaai 
But by the end of IBM we bad 
to agree that Instead of the year 
of promiae, instead of these prom- 
ise! materializing, they substitut- 
ed devices to create the illusion of 
progress and IBM was the Year of 
niuston sod Delusion. We received 
nothing but s promise ... In 1961 
they had used the trick, one of 
(heir devices to let off Ibe steam 
across the nation, was the March 
oo Washington. They used that to 
make ua think we were Tiding 
program. Imagi ne marching to 
Washington and getting nothing 
tor It whatsoever . . . 

In 'S3 it was the March os 
Washington. In '•*, what was trf 
Tht Civil Rights BOL Right after 
tbty paaeed the Civil Rights BID 
they murdered « Negro In Oeorgfa 
and did nothing about it, mur- 
dered two whites and a Negro in 
Mjatistinpi and did nothing about 
It So that toe Ctvu Bights BID. 
has produced nothing where vrn 
luareinsrt It was only a valve, a 
vent, that waa designed to enable 
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us to let off our frustrations. Sot 
the BUL itself, «u not designed 
to solve our problems. 

Sloe* wt Mi what they did la 
IM3. and we m what they did 
to J M4. what win they do no*. In 
IMS? U the lurch on Washing- 
ton ww supposed to asssen the 
explosion, and the Civil sunt* 
Bill was designed tg leases tin ex- 
plosion — there ill it ni de- 
signed to do — it wunt designed 
to solve the problems. It ni de- 
signsd to lam the explosion, 
because everyone In hii right mmd 
know* there should have bacn an 
explosion. You can't have all those 
Ingredients, those explosive In- 
gredients that exist In Harlem and 
elsewhere when our people suf- 
fer and not have an cxpIoiiciL So 
these an devtcea to lessen (be 
danger of the explosion, but not 
designed to remove the material 
that's gain* to expjode. 

What will they five UJ is ltUT 
1 just read where (iter planned lo 
make a black cabinet member. 
Yes, they have a new gimmick ev- 
ery year They're going lo take 
one of their boys, black boyi, and 
put Ui In lhr cabinet to he can 
walk around Washington with a 
cigar — fire on one end and tool 
on the other. 

And because his immediate per- 
sona] problem wUl have bacn 
solved, be wUl be the one to tell 
our people bow much proexaaa 
we're nuking: "I'm in Washing- 
too. D.C. 1 can have tea in Die 
White House, I'm your spokesman. 
Tm your, you know, your leader" 
. But will it work? Can ihel 
on*, whom they it, going to put 
down there, step into the fin and 
and put it out when tha dames 
beam to leap up? When people 
take lo tha streets In their ex- 
plosive mood? Will that one thai 
they're going io put In the cabinet, 
be able to go among ihoae people? 
Why, they'll bum him faster than 
they bum the ones who tent hiaj.

ISM, as I Just mentioned, polil- 



k*Uy, tha Mississippi rnarfoan 
Democratic Party had Ita (ace 
slapped at Atlantic City, at a wo- 
vendon over which London B. 
Johnson arts the beta, and Hubert 
Humphrey was tb* ant boas and 
Mayor Wagner bad a lot of ih- 
Qusnce himself; still none of that 
Influence was shown (n any way 
whatsoever whan tha hopes and 
aspirations of the people, tha 
black people ol Mississippi, were at 
stake. 

Though at the hegbuiinj of "M 
"» were told that our political 
Uta would be broadened, it wu 
In ISM that the two white civil- 
rights workers, working with tha 
black civil-rights worker, was 
murderrd . . , They were trying 
to show our people In Mississippi 
how to become Tgistered voter*. 
This ta their crime, This was tha 
reason for which they were mur- 



And the most pitiful pan about 
them being murdered was the 
civil-rights organisations thern- 
salve* being so chicken when It 
comas to reacting in the way that 
tbay should have reacted to the 
murder of these Uvree civil-rights 
workers. Tb* dvll-rixhU groups 
sold Ihase three brothers out — 
sold them out — sold them right 
down the river. Because they died 
and what has bees done about it? 
And what voice ta being raised ev- 
ery day today In regards eo that 
murder of Uwee three civil-rights 
workers? , . . 

So this is why I say If we get 
Involved In the civil-rights move* 
sent and go to Mississippi, or any- 
place else, to help our people get 
registered ts vote, wa Inland to go 
prepared. We aont Intend to break 
tb* law but when you're trying to 
register to vote you're up-boWinj 
UM law. It's the one who tries to 
prevent you from regsrtertng to 
vote who't breaking the Uw and 
you got a right to protect yourself 
by any means necessary. Then If 
Use government doesn't want 
efvtl-rigats groups going equipped, 
the govermneBt should do lis Jab. 



Concerning the Harlem Inddani 
that took place during the sirmnwr 
when the cttbjena of Kartem were 
attacked In a pogmett, (I cent 
pronounce it 'cause Ifs not my 
word) ... Wa had gotten tha 
word that there were elements in 
tha power structure that were 
going lo Incite a riot — something 
In Harlem that they could call a 
riot — In order that they could 
step In and be justifled in using 
whatever measures necessary to 
crush the militant groups which 
were rttll Considered In the em- 
bryonic stage. 

And reallxlag that there was a 
plan afoot to Instigate ■ ft "***** J ln g 
in Harlem to they could step In 
and crush It, there were elements 
In Harlem who were prepared and 
qualified and equipped to retaliate 
in situations like that, who pur- 
posely did not get Involved. And 
the real miracle ot the Harlem ex- 
plosion was ihe restraint exercised 
by the people of Harlem. The 
miracle of 1M4, 111 tell It u you 
Straight, the miracle of 1S«, dur- 
ing Die incidents (hat took place 
in Harlem was (he restraint ex- 
ercised by the people in Harlem 
who are qualified and equipped 
end whatever else there la lo pro- 
tect themselves when they are 
being Illegally and Immorally and 
unjustly attacked. 

An illegal attack, an unjust at- 
tack and an Immoral attack can 
be made against you by anyone. 
Just because a person has en a 
uniform doe* not give him the 
right to come and shoot up your 
neighborhood. No, this la Mt right 
and my suggestions would be that 
as long as the police department 
doesn't use those methods In white 
neighborhood!, they shouldn't 
come to Harlem and use it lo our 
neighborhood , . , 

And it aU started whan a Utile 
boy was shot by a I*"*"— *"it and 
he was turned loose Che same as 
the aberiff wu turned loose to 
Waiuadppi when be killed the 
three civil-rights workers , ■ .

promise es was promised In Jan- 
uary of that year. Blood did Dow 
In the streets ol Harlem, Philadel- 
phia, Rochester, ebene places over 
here In Jersey and elsewhere. In

In 1M4, 97 per cent of the black 
American voters supported Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, Hubert Humph- 
rey and the Democratic Party. 
Ninety-seven per cent' No one 
minority group In the history of 
the world has ever given so much 
of its uncompromising support to 
me candidate and one party. No ' 
one people, no one group has ever 
roue sil the way lo support a par- 
ty and its candidate as did the 
people, the black people, in Amer- 
ica in 1PM .. . 

And the first set sf the Demo- 
cratic Party, Lyndon B. Included, 
in ins, when the representatives 
from the state of Mississippi who 
Tfussd to support Johnson came 
lo WashinguiD, D.C, and (he black 
people of Mississippi sent repre-

[t warhaa thai original man, wben tbt world waa a paradise, waa 
black, and mat white man la a d e gener ate and Inferior oftshoot. 
HjjrtnaH to rule lb* world lor 8,000 yean and then be dearroyed. 
Th* 8.000-ywar period le now ending, and black people can tavt 
llwinasl *s from th* coming cataacropn* only by wltndrewlng, by 
saoaranng. from rb* white man and following Muhammad, th* Mes- 
senger of Allah. 

From a a Usiiun c standpoint. Black Mutlim mythology I* tw mora 
and no tea* fantaanc or blsarre than other religion*. But the Bleefc 
afuauma an a moormeni at wall aa a religious group, providing 
a kind of bavefl and hop* and salvation for outcasts, encourage- 
ment at self-refonn, brotherhood and toudartry agalnat a cruel and 
oppressive world.

Laav 
that year h* traveled to Chicago to hear Elijah Muhammad, and bt 
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m«l him. H« wee udpfri Inlo tha mtmuu and given tbt nam* 
of Malcolm X. He volunteered tut organizing ecrricee In Detroit, 
tod did h well that be wai made aieiatant mlnlaeir of Tbl Detroit 
motqut eraa 1 the membenhlp bed rripled- 

At the end of 1953 bt rail to Chicago to Uw with Muhammad 
and bt tr lined by bin for tome monthe. Muhammad tent aim to 
Philadelphia, which bid no moequr; In teat thin three montht • 
motqut bid ben formed. Hi »ai obvloualy • man of unuaual 
talent, energy aod devoHon Muhammad picked aim to head the 
ramnnt in New York, and bt wed back to Harlem In IBM, bt- 
fort bt wat 30 yean old- In a en* ihort ycara bit work btlpcd to 
tranaform the Black Mullmt from a virtually unnoticed to a na-

Malcolm aa Public Speaker 

Before proceeding chronologically. 1 want to lay a ft* worda 
about Malcolm u a public apeaker- I am ml an expert In thlt field, 
and I hop* aomebody *bo la wiB make i atudy or 11. Then la cer- 
tainly pleafy of material, thank* to the fact that many of bit talk* 
were taped end an readily available. 

Hit ipeaklng irytt wat unique — plain, dlnct like an arrow, da- 
void of flowery Dimming. He uaed metepbon and figure* of i peach 
tbtt wert lean and ilmple. rooted In the ordinary, dally experience 
of hit audience*. He knew erbat the meeatl think and bos they tret, 
their itrengtn* and weekneteea. He reached rigbt Into their minda 
■nd beam without wearing a word; and bt never tried to (lalttr 
Ihem. Oetpirt an extraordinary ability to move ind arouae bla 
[latenen, bla main appeal waa to reeaon, not to emotion, 

Tbla is true even about ipeechea where ht vat preacrfflng Ideal 
tbil he had abandoned In est llat year of bla Ufa, lueh u the laat 
gnat apnch bt made at a Black Muillm — hit ipteeb to the Gran 
Roola Conference u» Detroit In November, 1963, which la on *ale 
from tbt Afro-American Broadeattlng and Recording Co, It la on 
of bla ban apeecbta, although I repeat « dote riot reflect nil think- 
ing it tbt end. tod worth UWtning and rclletening to, beceuat ot 
tbt qualltka I have ben trying to pinpoint: and became hla mala 
eppeal waa to rtawn, ht wai tha vary oppoeUt of a demagogue, 
tht very oppoette of what tbt kept pnea celled aim- 
It wai alao a arykl vary ddeml from Elijah Uuhammad'e. I 
don't mean only mil Malnim conuntnd*d the awaponi of anl and 
humor, which are elam to Muhammad. Muhammed'l appeal wat 
to faith, to authority (divine authority), to ma bareafttr; Malcolm'! 
■ pptal waa n reaaoo, to logic it dealt with 1st real ind tha pret- 
est, even 'hen he »a» expounding Muhtmmad'i Una. To bt ebla 
to intra to Muhammad for any length of tune you bad to bt e be- 
liever, convinced la advance, wtille Halenlm ■ 1 1 m ■ i t to achieve hta 
greeew tucceea with non-Muallme.

We coma now to tbt end of the ttcond period of Malcolm'i Ilia. 
1963, and the tpUt with Muhammad which wai conaummaetd In 
March, 1964. The year 1963 wat a year of ittrring aod movement 
In the Negro errugaie, trim hundredt of thouiandl In tbr ■creto; 
the year that the atruggle moved from tbt South to tbt Morthern 
ghcrtoa, where m* Black Mutlimt wertKrongett Itwaa not yet a revo- 
luoon. but a prelude to revolutionary atrugglea. Tnia wat the ilrua- 
tlon that aharpened a ^'lt*"" 1 * and men produced a crtal* In the 
Black Muallma. 

By their mllllant atenet, they had helped to puea other Negro 
organlaadona to tot Left Tbla waa their potlnve cootrlbudon. But 
tney wen on the ikkUDca of tbt atruggk. sot parOdpanta. They 
talked In angry tonaa, but did notolng wbeo ooo-Mutllm Nea^oea 
were under attack- They were atparaBrd not only from whrat but 
from Negro mllluuta. 

Among, tbt memn ar a, younger and kea contervatlvt than In tbt 
pn-Maleolm period, akrnt could be deetned of a dealrt to get Into the 
banat, to paw from propaganda to action, Muhammad triad to allay 
the BH-menc one example waa Mt call, at the organraaoon'a narlonal 
convention In February. 1963, for mdependent black political action. 
But be toon pulled back from thlt and other movea that might hive 
drawn the Black Muallau oul of tnelr anatennonlam- Wben the Free- 
dom Now Party waa ttaitad alx rnontbi later, be refuted to endone 
11 or let the mam ben Join. 

The occaalon tor the iplrl m a remark made by Malcolm aflat 
Kennedy'! death In November. 1963, foUowed by afuaammadt 
lUtnclng of Malcolm wtrh a virtual nunenaldn that wat humiliating 
and dellberalely inTrr*— ' to be humlllanng. But thla waa only the 
occaalon. not the cauct, Tbt baatc factor behind the iplll waa tbt 
growth of militancy and mate ttstoa Inthe Negro community, and tbt 
different e/ayt In which me ten mam e rnlmfkra In tbt Black MuaUma 
■ anted to reaoond to the maaeea knocking on the doon of their 
moeqaee.

But Malcolm wea not that kind of man. He bad ban disturbed to 
eat that Muhammad and acme of bla ministers were, lute other preacb- 
en or purttanlsm, not living In accord wttb the edict puritanical 
coat they prescribed for me rank-and-flit Black Muslim*. Ht triad 
to overlook thing* like 'hi* hit tyet wen mainly turned to the oul- 
■Ida world of the broad Negro struggle- He wea not the only nltutaer 
who knew that new, bolder end mat active policies wen needed If 
the Black Muallma wen to fulfil) their realreaponelbuttiee to the Negro 
people. But the other minister* who recognised the need for ch ang e 
they played It laJe. They weren't Malcolm X. 

Malcolm bad what can be called a tecond re-bath early In lMe 
when be decided bla place wae aim the Negro meaeee more than 
artrh Muhammad'* organisation. Aa a Black Muslim leader, he hid 
rejected corrupt American society. Now he peasad from merely teyaav 
Ing H (a u eea B va. paaatva potUoo) Id rebelling inlral II and or- 
ganlxtag to change U (a postnve, active poalson>. Thai elf the es- 
sence of Ihe change 

Some ulbe-Wb In cat Vegro eeenmunrty did not understand due 
and talked reooeeoradlngiy about lUkotm'l be co r jiln g >eak" or 
'•aft* But the Amencmn ruling data and he. ipoieainiii understood 
whet wet heppenlag, and they ^ne abort hoecUt to baa aratr the »pui 
than before. And they had greater reaaon to haftt and bar blm after 
bt est mitttbuUdingvnumiDent.

In oppoelUon to new aa well aa old enenure — 
t taik whash radlcela ihould beet be abb to undcritend and tympha- 
thue wltb— Makobn (bowed from the (ten that be did not want merely 
a replica of the Black Muallm tcructure plui tome modlflcadone In 
policy. He wanted a dlnerent kind of organlsadon, with a dlfiefent 
kind of relation between the toadert aod rankv 

The Black Muallma built rvtrythiag around l myatlque of leader- 
tblp. faith In and tubmlatlon to • dlvtne, aU-wiae chief. Thet Malcoba 
wanked wrnctblng radically dtBerent could he teen from the ttatement 
ht made at hie Bret prest corJereace after the tplh. Ht denied that be 
wet 'expert In any parncular Bald." He called for help In the form of 
Ideas end auggeatlooa from all quarter*, eapedally ttudenrs, whirs or 
black. 

He not only eccepUd edvtee, but aought 1L Ht aot only isvtatd 
CTlndam, but welcomed h. I am aware of one euch eeee pertooally. 
I never met Malcolm or saw blm Is perton, but [ wroai many artkkai 
about him. tnoet of rhera eupportuuj and defending him. It wa* typteal 
of him, 1 think, that the only oat of these articles about which be ecu 
at ■ meeeigt of appreciation was Ihe one that was moat crtncal of 
tome unpllcadooa In a tpeeeh be had made.

He praised Muhammad cvn aa he left hia organisation, 
thinking or hoping that friedon vllh the Black Umllmi could be 
avoided while he turned hit attention to the broad Negro struggle. 
With iha advantage of hindsight, we can act tfti* hope vat un/ounded. 
A n independent movement of the Malcolm X type vu a threat to 
ferry veeied internet lo the country, rwry privileged hierarchy. And U 
did no* take long for Muhammad to launch ruihlee* and slanderous 
attacks designed to Isolsst Malcolm, because be feared mat otherwise 
he would be d wiw d by hM ovn m e m b er *. Perhaps U electa might 
toil be alive If he bad retimed from the start bov much he unptrUsd 
the curve quo, *Ad had acted and prepared dlfierenoy. ThJe w* don't 
know, can't know.

But after the break In 1964 he trawled to and through Africa 
end lb* Mid Eaat twice, tpandlag almoel half of hie remaining I* 
e b road— itud ytng. searching, discussing, learning, tacking help and 
giving it And when be returned be wa» x>oi Just a lympathijer of the 
colonial revolution, but a staunch InbErnadonaUat, on the ikde of lb* 
opprau*d and exploited oats*** of the world againat their oppreaeore 
end eaplolttre, who** central fouatalnhead be recognised to be U.S. 
imperialism, the dominant force in wbai he catted the tnntmaclonaJ 
power *m*ctura- No one in the world denounced in* U.S. role In the 
Congo more forcefully a.nd effectively.

But whlit hi* thinking- on patiOca waa rttfl In a proccaa of develop* 
m«L and uncompleted, there waa nothing general of tentative about 
hie attitude 10 the capitalist partes and the two-party system. To blm 
Ifaty wtr* both enemies of lh* Negyo people, currently *a well u his- 
torically, and neither merited an lota of lupport from Negroea. He 
hid nothing but contempt for lh* Commudlal Party'* tupporl of 
Johnaon In 1964.

Including labor, provided thay vert tbe right kind* of alliance* and 
provided the Negro pan of tba alliance wa* Independently organmtd, 
to thai It could guard agalnet betrayal by being abb to pull out 
of any alliance (bat went bad. 

Tner* la no doubt whawver In my mind chat Malcolm would bave 
fevered an Independent maaa black movement making *I11*T*- wnb 
a radicalized mart labor movement when coDdlhona produced two 
ftucb component* for an alllaoce. 1 have rjo doubt about U because 
he vaa willing, even now, in rheabatneeof two tucfa maaa movement*.

Malcolm did not lean about aodjiUam by reading Marx, but be 
managed to burn about tt anyway, tie learned about b from tbe 
colonial revolution, eepedally It* pro-eodalkn contlngeiiL H* bad 
discuteton* wtth Castro and Che Guevara and Algerian im 1*11*1 
aod social!*** la Chant, Guinea, Zanzibar, and al aea bai a, inducting 



tbe (Joked Stale*- When he wea ukwd laat May at the Militant Labor 
Forum what Und of political lyeanu be warned, he said: 

"I don't know. But I'm QextbbL Aa waa etaerd earner, all of the 
countries that an emerging today from under the lhacklet of coloni- 
alism are turning toward* Kdalbim. [ don't think it'* an accident. 
Moat of the countrtea mat wen colonial power* were capitalist tout 
trie* and the laat bulwark of eapltallam today hi Amcrka and lt'e 
impoaalble for a while perton today to belkrve In capilallam and not 
beUeve In redan.

But thai dearly can be reckcinad aa a poeaiblllry.

Wherever drmculry Malcolm may have bad In finding the 
right Dame, what he wat becoming was black nanonallat plus revolu- 
tionist. {The Young Socialist Interview shows that ht had great respect 
for that word. I 

There are really only three ways in which it Is possible to think 
of the Negro people getting freedom and equality. 

Ont way (node* 1 laid to intnk about getting freedom'] la through 
gradualism: peaceful reform; a Lime bit now a n d s litut fait more ten 
years from now. Not Freedom Now, but Freedom Later, which for 
purposes of Negroes now alive, meant Freedom Never. This is the 
program of Lyndon Johnson, rueuthcr.

wasn't Sure toe it could be dona, but be was *>4wWlns; shoitt tl and 
how II fitted into tbe program and activity of the Organization of Afro> 
American Unity. 

This, I believe, correctly explains ba uncertainty about what to call 
himself. He was a black natlonaliat plus, a black nadoaajlal plus a 



social revolutionist, or in the process of becoming one. 

Socialists should be the last to be surprised at such a development. 
We have for some time been stressing the tendency of nationalism 
to grow over Into and become merged with socialism; we have seen 
just that transformation occur in Cuba with Castro and his move- 
ment, which began as nationalist. We have argued against many op- 
ponents that the logical outcome of black nationalism in a country 
like ours is to reach the most advanced, most radical social and 
political conclusions. That is why we have advocated and predicted 
that black nationalists and revolutionary socialists can, should and 
will find ways of working together. 

Malcolm's uncertainty about the right name arises from the fact 
that he was doing something new— he was on the road to a synthesis 
* of black nationalism and socialism that would befitting for the Amerl- 

', can scene and acceptable to the masses in the black ghetto. He did 

, not complete the synthesis before he was murdered. It remains for 

'■ others to complete what he was beginning.
